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Murder investigation 
On-going; no arrests

Detectives from Wilmington, 
Tewksbury and the State Police 
are investigating the murder of 
17-year-old Brandi Sullivan of 
Tewksbury, whose body was 
found last Wednesday in North 
Wilmington. 
* “We've got some leads, but 
that’s as far as it goes at this point 
in time,” said Wilmington Deputy 
Police Chief Bernard Nally on 
Tuesday. “So far we have no hard 
evidence against anybody.” 

Tewksbury Police Sgt. Dennis 
Peterson said “we're working 
around the clock with Wilmington 
and State Police” on the investiga- 
tion and that they are “interview- 
ing and reinterviewing” anyone 
who may have known Sullivan or 
come in contact with her in her 
final days. 

At a press conference last 


Thursday in Wilmington, Middle- 
sex First Assistant District Attor- 
ney Martin F. Murphy said the 
investigation was centered around 
friends and family of Sullivan. 

“We are clearly focused on 
people who knew Brandi best,” 
Murphy said. “As with any inves- 
tigation, we are going to that close 
circle of people who knew her.” 

Nally added Tuesday that detec- 
tives were also seeking witnesses 
and checking backgrounds of peo- 
ple Sullivan knew. 

Sullivan was reported missing 
to Tewksbury Police by her par- 
ents on June 25. Peterson said she 
was last seen by her family on 
June 6. 

Sullivan's body was found on 
Ballardvale Street behind the IRS 
warehouse there, next to the 
former Sons of Italy Hall, when a 
warehouse employee saw clothing 


and alerted police. The body was 
found at around 9:30 a.m. Foren- 
sic experts, including a forensic 
anthropologist, were called in 

Experts said the body was prob- 
ably there more than a month and 
that Sullivan had died from blunt 
trauma to the head. 

Murphy said last Thursday that 
he believed crucial evidence 
would be found at the Wilmington 
scene. Peterson refused comment 
when asked about any evidence 
found there. 

Wednesday, Middlesex District 
Attorney Office Spokeswoman Jill 
Reilly said there were no new 
developments in the case. Reilly 
said statements during an investi- 
gation are generally issued only 
when major developments, such as 
an arrest, are made.

' Civilian 911 dispatchers on-line

The Wilmington Police Depart- 
ment will soon have a three-per- 
son civilian rotation in place to act 
as 911 dispatchers and in the pro- 
cess free up valuable police time 
and bodies. 

Wilmington residents George 
O'Connell and April Murray have 
been learning the intricate, two- 
computer 911 ropes since last 
Monday and Wednesday were 
joined by a third, Julie Biondo. 
All three passed a two-day 911 
training course in Chicopee 
administered by the Statewide 
Emergency Telecommunications 
Board. 

Deputy Chief Bernard Nally 
said the civilian dispatchers will 
have the time and training to gath- 
er information for and thus pro- 
vide assistance to police. He said 
they were hired on the basis of 
computer skills and typing ability. 

The positions are being paid for 
through federal grants, which will 
pick up 75 percent of the costs, 
and by the town. The grant is re- 
newable for the next two years, 
after which the town must opt to 
pick up the full funding for the 
dispatchers. 

“We've been trying for a num- 
ber of years [to get ci in dis- 
patchers],” Nally said. “This [fed- 
eral grant] finally gave us the op- 
portunity.” 

And when opportunity knocked, 
O'Connell, Murray and Biondo 

“responded by applying for the 
Wilmington posts. 

For O'Connell, the new job is 
like a homecoming. A Wilming- 
ton Police Officer some 20 years 
ago, O'Connell suffered a severe 
injury in an off-duty car accident 
that confines him to a wheelchair. 
He was forced to quit police work 
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and has since worked in the pri- 
vate sector and taken classes at 
Northeastern University. 

“It’s taken me about 20 years to 
get back here but here | am back 
home again,” O'Connell said. 


Despite his injury, O'Connell 
said he never lost interest in his 
chosen occupation 

“I'm still interested in law en- 
forcement and this is close,” he 
said. “I never lost interest and

Committee calm, negotiations continue

With no labor agreement in 
place, Wilmington teachers sched- 
uled to report back to school Aug.

Angela Munro's legacy is one of 
the utmost selflessness and caring, 
of kindness and charity and love. 
It magnifies the frustration, the 
painful, unanswerable whys and 
hows of pediatric cancer and in- 
spires people to do what they can 
to once and for all put a stop to it. 

Angela, a warm, bright-faced 
kid with a smile like a diamond 
rainbow and an attitude to match, 
died last winter after a two-year 
bout with rhabdomyosarcoma, a 
form of cancer whose horrible 
work is as difficult to comprehend 
as the word is to pronouce. Ang- 
ela was 12 years old. 

It is in her memory now that 
the fight goes on. Last spring a 
woman from New Jersey who 
heard about Angela through the 
Jimmy Fund ran the 100th Boston 
Marathon in her memory. More 
recently, a Tewksbury man dedi- 
cated his ride in the Pan-Mass 
Bike Challenge (which raises 
money for the Jimmy Fund) to 
Angela’s memory. 

And now, it is her family’s 
turn. 

On September 29, the Munro 
family will participate in the Bos- 
ton Marathon Jimmy Fund Walk, 
just as they did last year when 
Angela was still with them.

What an employee spends for 
auto expenses on the job, who pays 
for it and what are the elements 
that determine the tax 
ramifications. 

If the worker pays his or her own 
expenses, they are deductible as 
miscellaneous expenses, though 
only to the extent that the exceed 
two percent of adjusted gross 
income. 

If the worker submits a record of 
driving costs of mileage to the 
employer and is reimbursed for 
them - it's called an accountable 
plan - the costs are deductible by 
the employer and the money is not 
taxable to the worker.

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Klimarchuk cruises through history 


John Burchill, Superintendent, 
Boston National Historical Park, has 
announced that Joha.S. Klimarchuk 
Sr. of Wilmington was aboard the 
USS Constitution last Friday as an 
honorary member of the crew as the 
ship took an historic tug-powered 
cruise around Boston Harbor. 

The hour-and-a-half long ride was 
one of 10 cruises this summer host- 
ing citizens from across America as 
a prelude to the ship's bicentennial 
celebration in 1997. 

Klimarchuk was among 100 civil- 
ians from New England selected via 
a drawing to participate in this once 
in a lifetime opportunity aboard 
"Old Ironsides,” the oldest commis- 
sioned warship afloat. 

On board the ship, participants 
learned the battle stories and history 


of the Constitution as they are re- 
counted by’ present day sailors in 
1812 uniforms, and hear a 21-gun 
salute in Boston Harbor. 

At the adjacent USS Constitution 
Museum, artisans demonstrate rope 
making, knot tying and model ship 
building, while living history per- 
formers regale the heroes and hero- 
ines of the Constution's past. 

"We want to take this occasion to 
engender an awareness in Ameri- 
cans of the document which the ship 
defended and for which she is nam- 
ed, The Constitution of the United 
States of America," said Com- 
mander Michael Beck, Captain, USS 
Constitution. "Each of the civilians 
on board is given the mission to tell 
others about the values embedded in 
that document." 


USS Constitution is berthed at the 
Boston National Historical Park in 
Charlestown, which is managed by 
the National Park Service. The ship 
is open to the public free of charge 
daily from 9:30 a.m. to sunset. 

Still a commissioned warship, the 
Constitution is manned and operated 
by the United States Navy. 

The adjacent USS Constitugon 
Museum is a nonprofit, educatidnal 
institution dedicated to preserving 
the heritage of USS Constitution’and 
teaching about the American spirit 
and ideals embodied by the ship and 
its battles.

Last month, for the third time in the last 16 years, Robert F. McCabe 
resigned as head coach of the Tewksbury Memorial High School varsity ice 
hockey team. This time it is permanent. McCabe underwent quadruple 
bypass surgery in early July and, on the advice of doctors, has quit the 
coaching game. He leaves behind an impressive legacy of wins, 
championships, and new levels of excellence for the hockey program at 
TMHS. 

McCabe's teams won 77 percent of the games he coached at Tewksbury. 
132-29-10 in nine seasons. Seven MVC Small School Championships and 
one DCL-MVC II Championship. One Division II Massachusetts State Ice 
Hockey Championship. One appearance in the Division | A Massachusetts 
State Ice Hockey Tournament. In that order. The constant progression is 
clear to see - his teams got better nearly every year he coached. His first year, 
in fact, at TMHS, he finished at an even .500, his only non-winning season. 

McCabe was never shy about his ability to coach. He never said anybody 
else was a lousy coach, but the infrequency of his praise for other coaches 
spoke for itself - "I don't often say this, but that guy is a good hockey coach,” 
was the gist of one statement. Everyone knew McCabe was a good hockey 
coach. 


coached. McCabe never claimed to have the most talent in the state (he never 
did), but he would claim to have at least one of the best coached teams going. 
And it was true. 

Hockey is a tough sport in which to judge the real difference a coach 
makes. There a few instances (as opposed to in baseball or football) in which 
to isolate a coach's call and hold it up for debate. Overall strategy is another 
thing, but in the end, the horses have to run, the trainer watches. But in the 
end, like in all sports, like in all of life really, we add up the wins, look at the 
losses, and make an assessment. And the assessment here is that Bob 
McCabe was a winner.

Back to School bargains for a cause

Why go broke on back to school 
clothes? Instead, why not save a 
few bucks, help out a good cause, 
and look over some of the hottest 
“old” looking clothes around -- at 
the Salvation Army store. 

The Salvation Army Thrift Store 
on Main Street in Wilmington 
serves many people in surrounding 
towns with its discounted goods 
and bargain prices. But there are 
many other services that the Army 
provides, services that are funded 
in part by proceeds from this and 
other Army thrift stores. 

In Saugus the Army has estab- 
lished a drug and alcohol rehabili- 
tation center with facilities for 
over 100 people. The program is 
solely supported by the profits 
from the Salvation Army stores in 
the area, and many of those who 
graduate from the program that 
are eligible become Officers in the 
Army. 

Any extra funds from the local 
shops go to the Army's New York 
headquarters, where funds are dis- 
persed to various relief funds lo- 
cally, nationwide, and overseas. In 
other countries the Army has set 
up orphanages. In the U.S. the 
Army has set up disaster relief 
programs that offer food, clothing, 
and shelter to people in times of 
need. 

But the Army doesn’t just pro- 
vide for victims of disaster or 
other tragic situations. Anyone 
with a need for assistance in get- 
ting an appliance, electrical good, 
or clothing can be aided by the 
Salvation Army. Volunteer ser- 
vice units that are set up in dif- 
ferent areas throughout the state 
can help people get the items that 
they need for free. Help is made 
available in a very private way. 
The Army iW goiway, wants to, 
embarrass thepeople-that they are 
helping . 

The Salvation Army has also set 
up camps designed for the elderly 
and for children. Some of the 
other towns in the area have such a 
large number of support volun- 
teers and that greatly enhances the 
Army's ability to assist people in 
those specific areas. People inter- 
ested in becoming service volun- 


teers should contact the division 
headquarters in Boston at 
542-5420 and speak with Mrs. 
Major Bode. 

Unfortunately, the timing seems 
to be off when it comes to 
donations and need. Because of the 
better weather in the summer, 
many people who have cleaned out 
their homes drop off their old 
goods. The store receives and 
displays over 3,000 articles of 
clothing daily. However, during 
the cold winter months, when 
many more services and items are 
in demand for those in need, the 
amount of items donated to the 
store drops down.

Employees of the store say that 
they have seen a very wide variety 
of shoppers in the store. Some 
customers come in daily, while 
some high school students drop by 
occasionally to see if they can find 
that perfect addition to their war- 
drobes. Other customers come in 
and purchase various items to send 
back to their families in other 
countries, 

_ The tagging and pricing system 
in the store may be the reason that 
some come in every day, and why 
On some mornings there are lines 
to get into the store. Different 
colored tags are applied to the 
items when they come into the 
Store, and by weeks end the price 
of the item is extremely low. 


Prices drop 50 percent on certain 
days, and eventually, everything 
except appliances and electrical 
goods are marked down to a paltry 
50 cents. 

The store stock is rotated 
regularly , so nothing lasts in the 
store for months, even the things 
that don’t sell. Workers had fear- 
ed that people would think that the 
prices would increase because of 
the recent remodeling that was 
done, and that their business would 
drop, but it hasn't. In fact, prices 
have remained the same. 

So, anyone looking to buy 
clothing, books, bedding, linens, or 
appliances at a low price should 
head right over and make their 
purchases, because it’s all there!

While anxiously waiting for the 
last few weeks to come to a close, 
my mind has been constantly 
wondering about the unknown 
world that lies ahead of me as I 
prepare to go off to college for the 
first time. 

In the past year as I searched 
eagerly throughout what seemed to 
be tons of school catalogues, and 
while | investigated every possible 
lead in the high school guidance 
office, I attempted to find the 
perfect college to suit my needs.

Sample calls ranged from the 
old “cat in the tree” crisis to a fire 
in the house and everything in be- 
tween. Future dispatchers were 
taught how to control the conver- 
sation so as to gather the needed 
information from people who are 
most often in a panic situation - 
once sample had a person calling 
as a person broke into her house. 
They were also taught how to 
handle pranksters and kids playing 
with the phone dialing 911. 

In the event of an actual call, 
dispatchers in Wilmington will 
gather the information and dis- 
patch police cruisers or transfer 
the call to the fire department, or 
both. Wilmington has a compu- 
ter-aided dispatch terminal that 
records the entire 911 call pro- 
cess. Dispatchers will also be re- 
sponsible for collecting and filing 
all that data.

The 
Division of Medical Assistance will 
also be setting up sites in hospitals to 
assist those on Medicaid in 
completing and filing forms. 
Medicaid appointments by clients 
may no longer file at local welfare 
offices. 

An application can be Picked up 
there or you can receive one 
through the mail by calling the 
Woburn Welfare office or the 
MassHealth Enrollment Center in 
Tewksbury. Complaints will also be 
handled in Tewksbury. 

We have a list of DMA listed at the 
center. To make a phone call to any 
Federal or State agency is 
frustrating. The person you may be 
assigned to, you may not be able to 
reach. Check the list if the person 
you are assigned to and if they 
cannot be reached, check other 
workers in his\her team from the 
list for services. For more 
information contact you person at 
the Welfare office.

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Bad practice leads to National Tourney

Nearly two months ago on June 
15th, Tony Ganchi held his first 
Practice as head coach for the 
Tewksbury Junior League National 
Baseball All-Star team. 

Ganchi coached the majority of 
these kids for the past two years 
and he knew what their strengths 
and weaknesses were. But after 
the first 15 minutes of that 
practice, Ganchi witnessed all of 
their weaknesses as he sent the 
entire team home - he told them if 
they continued to play that bad, 
they would be “two and barbeque,” 
which means two games, two losses 
and an early summer. 

Exactly three weeks later, the 
13-year old team showed its true 
colors with a dramatic 7-6 win 
over their rivals of Billerica 
American in an extra inning affair. 
That was much like last year's 
opening game against no other than 
Billerica American. 

With Billerica ahead 5-1 going 
to the last of the sixth inning, this 
game not only set the tone for a 
once in a lifetime rollercoaster 

. tide that would have the team 
playing 14 more games, but their 
dramatic comeback against Biller- 
ica when they scored six runs in 
the last three innings, set the tone 
for the team to be called “the 
comeback kids.” 

Through the first five innings, it 
did look as if the team was still in 
it’s first practice mode. They 
committed four costly errors and 
they had just three hits in the first 
three innings. But Ganchi knew 
his troops would come alive to 
play the brand of baseball he and 
they were used to. And that they 
did, 

Tewksbury came back to tie the 
game at six and with two outs and 
Scott Favreau at first base, Jimmy 
Reinold hit a gap-shot to right 
center. The center fielder, was 
under the ball and he dropped it, 
allowing Favreau to score the 
winning run. That was the first of 
two victories for Tewksbury in 
which an error by the opponents 
center fielder ended the game. 

Now with one win under its belt, 
little did Ganchi and his players 
know that they would have eleven 


more to go - and five of those 
would be just as nerve racking as 
the first one was. 

After the win against Billerica, 
with Favreau unable to pitch and 
Bo Boudreau hurting with a back 
injury, Ganchi turned to Ryan 
Carlson to pitch the second game

against Andover. Carlson did a 
nice job,-winning the game 6-4 as 
he constantly got himself and his 
teammates out of jams all game. 

That win-against Andover was 
huge - knowing that Ganchi could 
look for someone other than 
Favreau and Boudreau to toss some 
innings, and most importantly 
notch a victory. 

Then came the first of three 
consecutive meetings against their 
classmates and neighbors as the 
Nationals took on the Tewksbury 
American squad. The first game, 
the Nationals took with ease, 7-1 as 
they took advantage of ten Ameri- 
can walks and a big two-run 
double by Jason Viega. 

The second meeting was a 
blessing in disguise for the Nation- 
als. With three victories already, 
the Nationals played as if they 
thought they could walk all over 
the Americans. They didn’t as the 
Americans won 7-5 as Boudreau 
was a little rusty with his first 
game back on the mound - Carlson 
went the last five innings and he 
once again did a solid job. 

Ganchi said a few weeks later 
that the 7-5 loss to the Americans, 
helped his troops realize that any 
team can beat any other team on 
any given day. And that happen to 
them. But the next night, in the 
battle for the District crown, the 
Nationals got back on track with a 
10-0 five inning no-hitter shut out 
by Favreau who notched his third 
victory in three games. 

The Nationals celebrated its 
second consecutive District Title 
and little did they know, they 
would be celebrating a lot more. 

With wins over their rivals from 
Billerica and neighbors of Tewks- 
bury American, the Nationals then 
took another win over another 
nemesis in Wilmington, holding 
onto a 5-4 win. This game set the 
tone in which Ganchi's crew would 
have a nice comfortable lead and 
then they would fall asleep for a 
few innings to allow its opponents 


back into the game before they 
would win it dramatically in the 
late innings. Against Wilmington, 
Tewksbury led 5-0 before Wil- 
mington came back with four runs. 
Luckily, a base running blunder by 
Wilmington got Tewksbury out of 
the jam with another win in the last 
inning. 

That bi-district game, set up the 
semi-final game of the state against 
yet another rival, Swampscott. 
Tewksbury lost to Swampscott last 
year in the bi-districts and Tewks- 
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bury didn’t like that. Swampscott 
with poor sportsmanship and rude 
parents enabled the Nationals to 
play on another level - beating 
them 8-6 despite a strong come- 
back by Swampscott, when yes, 
Tewksbury fell asleep for a few 
innings. 

Now Tewksbury was one win 
away from being the first Little 
League State Champions ever in 
town history. And they did that 
beating up on Webster, 16-1 in 
East Hampton, MA, prior to the 
Tewksbury Senior Nationals doing 
the same - winning the second state 
championship in the same day. 
That long and hot afternoon, will 
always be a day to remember in 
Tewksbury. 

With seven victories under its 
belt and a District and State Cham- 
pionship flag to show for it, 
another trip to East Hampton and a 
week long trip to New York were 
not out of reach for goals for this 
crafty squad to accomplish. 

With what was supposed to be 
getting to the iron of better teams, 
actually came to be the probably 
the three poorest teams Tewksbury 
has faced in the past two years. 
First it was Webster as Tewksbury 
crushed them 16-1, then came the 
Vermont champions and Tewks- 
bury teed-off on them, winning 
10-0. 

With the win over Vermont, 
Tewksbury now stood four wins 
away from a Junior World Series 
appearance in Michigan slated for 
mid-August. It’s hard to imagine 
that a team who could not field a 
ground ball or make a throw to 
first base nearly six weeks to the 
win against Vermont, were going 
to Nanuet, New York to be a part 
of the best eight teams in the 


Eastern Region in the entire 
country. 

After a four-hour drive on 
Friday Aug. 2, Tewksbury was 
able to rest a little bit as they took 
on Wallkill, New York the next 
day. Favreau struck out the first 
four batters of the game and he set 
the tone for Tewksbury for the 
entire tournament - an unbeliev- 
able, yet very enjoyable ride 
Tewksbury won 10-0. Still their 
heads didn’t swell, they just went 
out and played their game. 

Tewksbury now stood three wins 
away from the Little League 
World Series. But they ran into a 
road block: Tom’s River of New

Jersey, a big, cocky team who last 
year represented the country play- 
ing Taiwan in last year’s Little 
League World Series. 

After getting two runs in the top 
of the first inning, Tewksbury just 
couldn't stop Tom's River - 
especially the first three batters in 
the order who were 4-9 with six 
RBI's.

‘Co-Ed Naked tees ‘allowed by law

A Massachusetts Supreme 
Judicial Court ruling will for 
now bring to a halt the Lynnfield 
School Committee's attempts to 
prohibit students from wearing 
"Co-Ed Naked" shirts to school. 

In a case brought by two for- 

mer South Hadley High School 
students, the court on July 25 
ruled students could not be pre- 
vented from wearing "Co-ed 
Naked" shirts to school, even 
though school officials feel they 
are vulgar. 
The court pointed out that 
under Massachusetts General 
Laws, students in public schools 
have the freedom to engage in 
non-school-sponsored expression 
that may reasonably be consid- 
ered vulgar but causes no dis- 
ruption or disorder. 

The Lynnfield School 
Committee recently approved a 
new dress code developed by the 
Joint School Council for all four 
of its schools. Pending the court 
ruling, it refrained from includ- 
ing a sentence that would have 


Children’s first test 


in school is 


“Children with a vision prob- 
lem often will not complain,” 
said John W. Shore, president of 
the Massachusetts Society of 
Eye Physicians and Surgeons. 
“Very early detection of treat- 
able eye disease often leads to 
more effective and less expen- 
sive treatment.”

Refractive Errors are devia- 
tions from perfect focus of the 
imaging lenses of the eye. They 
consist of farsightedness (hyper- 
metropia), nearsightedness 
(myopia), and stronger focusing 
in one meridian than in another 
meridian (astigmatism). While 
all refractive errors can result 


vision 

in blurred vision in certain cir- 
cumstances, many require no 
treatment because they are mild 
or do not interfere with a child’s 
ability to function. Those requir- 
ing treatment can be managed 
with eyeglasses or contact lens- 
6s. 
Strabismus (squint) is a mis- 
alignment of the eyes that caus- 
es them to point in different 
directions. Strabismus rarely 
improves without treatment. 
Treatment might consist of eye- 
glasses, patching, eye drops, 
surgery, or combinations of 
these methods. 

Amblyopia (lazy eye) is poor 
visual acuity in one eye which is 
not correctable with glasses and 
is not a result of any structural 
abnormality of the eye. 
Amblyopia is one of the most 
common causes for permanent 
visual disability of one eye. 
Treatment for amblyopia may 
include glasses, but patching of 
the strong eye is often needed.

The overcrowding problem in 
Tewksbury’s public schools 
hasn't gone away. In fact, the 
problem continues to grow, par- 
ticularly at the kindergarten 
and elementary levels, as waves 
of new youngsters get ready for 
school. 

But after voters shot down a 
proposal to put modular class- 
rooms alongside several of the 
town’s elementary schools, 
another solution had to be found 
and quick. A temporary solution 
enacted in spite of complaints 
from some parents, was to 
redraw the town’s school district 
lines. Some schools gained stu- 
dents, while others lost them. 

In February, voters at Town 
Meeting agreed to borrow 
$600,000 to purchase modular 
classroom units. Phase one of 
the modular classroom proposal 
would have added two class- 
rooms each to the North Street 
and the Trahan elementary 
school. 

The borrowing, however, was 
contingent upon voter approval 
of a “debt exemption,” which 
would have allowed the town to 
pay off the debt through higher 
property taxes, for the life of the 
bonds. At the annual town elec- 
tion held in April, voters reject- 
ed the debt exemption issue for 
the modular classrooms, and the 
school department was left 
scrambling for a solution. 

The only realistic solution, 
according to Assistant Superin- 
tendent John Ryan, was to 
“redistrict” the town along with 
other smaller, corrective mea- 
sures, 

For example, the school sys- 
tem has retaken control of the 
historic Ella Fleming school 
building on Andover Street. The 
lease was not renewed for the 
privately owned Li'l Red 
Schoolhouse, which had used the 
Fleming School for 14 years. 
Two “inclusion” preschool class- 
es, which combine special needs 
and “mainstream” youngsters

The 
Trahan will have its own kinder- 
garten classes this year, but the 
redistricting will send some 
older youngsters to the Heath 
Brook. 

The Center School will con- 
tinue to house two kindergarten 
classes from the North Street 
School, Ryan said. The School 
Building Committee is reviewing 
options for the Center School, 
Ryan noted, and the public 
school’s administrative offices, 
along with the Donna Miceli 
School of Dance, could be ousted 
from the Center School, perhaps 
next year. Where the school 
offices would relocate is 
unknown at this time. 

Ryan said efforts were made 
during the redistricting to limit 
the impact on parents. Some 
complaints were heard, he said, 
but there were no large scale 
protests. 

“I think people in the commu- 
nity understand the housing 
dilemma that we have,” Ryan 
said. 

No elementary classes were 
shifted to the high school, where 
there is available space.

The Francis Wyman was 
built as a middle school and 
used by the town in the 1970s 
and 1980s as the Francis 
Wyman Middle School. How- 
ever, in recent years, it was 
leased to Middlesex Com- 
munity College and an area 911 
facility. 


The nearby Wildwood 
Elementary School has closed. 
The Wildwood School will be 
turned over to the Board of 
Selectmen The Francis 
Wyman School is modernized 
and color-coded in the hallways 
throughout, and Assistant Supt.

As of Sept. 1, the cur- 
rent principal, Jacqueline 
Kearns, will become the direc- 
tor of grant acquisition and 
program research. Last year, 
the schools made strides in the 


use of technology and are 
hoping to advance further in 


1996-1997. 

Pine Glen Principal 
Preston reported his school has 
developed “an ongoing associa- 
tion with IBM,” a step toward 
achieving a goal of a computer 
laboratory with CD-ROM. 

The Marshall Simonds Mid- 
dle School council surveyed 
teachers about technology, and 
the general response is that 
teachers are “excited” about 
working with computers. 

Fox Hill Principal Richard 
Benowitz reported that he has 
a goal to get the media center 
at his school “completely 
automated” by the year 1998. 

At the Memorial School, the 
council concentrated on 
several items this year on im- 
proving the overall school. 
Among them were public rela- 
tions, students performing ac- 
tivities with senior citizens, 
keeping a close watch on class 
sizes, recruiting sources of out- 
side funding, cross-grade age 
activities and increasing stu- 
dents’ involvement with the 
community.

WOBURN — School officials were heading into the fall 
juggling several major unresolved issues; with less than a 
toontt to go, at least two of those seem to be falling into 
place. 

One major issue demanding attention is a budget funded 
below the request. : 

School officials must determine where some $150,000 in 
cuts mandated by the City Council will come from, at a time 
when they are feeling the pressure to begin funding technol- 
ogy plan implementation, settle the custodians contract and 
maintain the schools’ physical plant, which received a 
major boost last year with numerous bond-funded projects. 

However, Supt. Carl R. Batchelder said Monday that he 
thinks making up the balance will be “primarily a non- 
hiring issue.” 


Student enrollment 


There have been “no ugly surprises” with enrollments so 
far, and in some cases, expected overcrowding did not 
materialize allowing personnel to be shifted. 

That appears to give school officials a little breathing 
room (although there is still a month to go), but will hope- 
fully be the last year of just squeaking by, as a long-term 
facilities needs review and plan is anticipated this fall. 

Supt. Carl Batchelder iy supervising a needs assessment 
review, which includes a study of projected population 
demographics. He is expected to make a recommendation to 
the School Committee by November. 

In the meantime, one school in particular, the Goodyear 
Elementary School is facing a very crowded situation, a 
portable classroom moved from the Wyman is supposed to 
be in place as a temporary measure this fall until the long- 
term plan is devised.

education and other services, 
such as daycare and full-day 
kindergarten, which they could 
not economically provide in 
their own districts. 

Flynn was named director of 

SEEM to replace Bob Lyons 
who retired last year after head- 
ing the collaborative for over 20 
years. 
Last year, SEEM moved its 
headquarters, as well as many 
of its programs, to Lynnfield 
after being housed in North 
Reading for years, primarily at 
the E. Ethel Little School. 

Flynn outlined what he sees 
in the future for the SEEM 
Collaborative to the North 
Reading School Committee and 
he is in the process of arranging 
similar presentations with the 
school committees of the other 
member communities. 

A collaborative, Flynn 
explained, is an arm of local 
public schools which "can play a

dated in classrooms within their 
local school systems, with sup- 
port services," said Flynn. 

To reach that end, Flynn said 
he is in the process of expanding 
teacher training programs "to 
train and place us in a 
position to successfully compete 
with private placements." 

Flynn also seeks to broaden 
the vocational/occupational 
component for students receiv- 
ing services through SEEM so 
that more can be placed and 
most importantly, helped, 
through an adjustment period at 
the job. This, he said. is particu- 
larly important once a student's 
education is complete. 

Flynn said he is looking into 
the possibility of setting up an 
assessment center to evaluate 
and place students,in special 
education programs at a signifi- 
cant savings over private tuition 
bills. 

He would also like to set up 
an information and training cen- 
ter to assist parents because 


they often wish to become 
actively involved in the educa- ; 
tion of their children. 

Beyond the purely education- , 
al services, Flynn envisions the 
collaborative becoming involved 
in activities such as purchasing 
bulk supplies for the classroom 
and the like which in turn can 
be sold to members in the dis- 
trict at a significant cost sav- 
ings. 

Flynn said he sees SEEM as 
moving from a collaborative of 
shared services and fees to a 
straight tuition-based program. 
His belief is this could enable 
districts to get a better grasp of 
their specific costs based on the 
students served. 

The School Committee lis- 
tened intently to Flynn's ambi- 
tious agenda. North Reading 
School Committee member 
Kieren Stewart commented that 
she was "encouraged" to hear of 
the positive changes in store for 
SEEM. "Clearly there is a new 
direction set for the SEEM 

Collaborative," Stewart conclud- 
ed.

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5 must-ask questions 
on your student loan 


All federally guaranteed stu- 
dent loans are not created 
equal. Despite outward appear- 
ances to the contrary - such as 
identical interest rates and orig- 
ination fees - education loans 
may differ substantially from 
lender to lender and these dif- 
ferences can affect what it costs 
you. Sallie Mae, the nation’s 
largest source of funds for high- 
er education advises “Caveat 
Borrower.”

While some 
borrowers may be content to 
make level payments for each 
month of the 10-year term, oth- 
ers may prefer making lower 
payments in the early years of 
repayment that step-up incre- 
mentally later as they are able 
to afford more. Sallie Mae 
lenders, for instance, may offer 
borrowers the option of making 
interest-only payments for the 
first two or four years, or they 
can opt for a Income Sensitive 
Account, which bases their 
monthly payments on a percent- 
age (between 4% and 20%, 
which is selected by the borrow- 
er) of a borrower's gross month- 
ly income.

“We all buy things,” Meharg 
said. “I just show people an 
alternative way to do that.” 

Judging from the companies 
client list, Meharg must be 
doing something right. That list 
includes large companies such 
as Dollar-Rent-A-Car, Ringling 
Brothers Circus, Shield System 
Car Wash and others. 

However, the membership list 
is not just made up of big com- 
panies. UBE serves many local 
restaurants, pizza shops, single 
person consultant businesses 
and others.

According to Meharg, if a 
dentist chair sits empty the den- 
tist is not making any money. 
Through the barter system, the 
dentist can get a product or ser- 
vice that is needed. In exchange 
someone, who might otherwise 
never have come to that particu- 
lar dentist may come in and 
eventually become a cash pay- 
ing patient. Thus increasing the 
doctor's caseload. 

Meharg claims that people 
are willing to travel two to three 
towns away to receive their ser- 
vices as part of a barter system. 

Because the success of the 
business is based on diversity, 
the company, which presently 
has five office people and two 
sales people, works hard to keep 
the number of services they can 
offer up. 

Meharg said that the compa- 
ny will go into a town or an area 
and research what the supply 
and demand is. They will then 
work to match up the members. 

If there is a shortage in any 
one group, Meharg said he will 
turn to his members in another 
community and ask them to rec- 
ommend someone in a similar 
business in the new area. 

At present the hot i*ems are 
bicycle dealers, computers, hot- 
toppers, wall paperers, restau- 
rants and a slew of other service 
people. 

Meharg said that he thought 
clowns, magicians and musi- 
cians would be a hard sell. 
However, the company is doing a 
lot of business with them. 

Although caligraphers are in 
a down period at the moment, 
Meharg said that during wed- 
ding season he cannot get 
enough of them. 

According to Meharg, 90 per- 


cent of the business comes from 
referrals. 

He noted that the goal for the 
new company is to double the 
business in all of the areas 
presently served and expand 
from there. 

According to Meharg, the 
new members have to know how 
much business they can handle 
or how much downtime a prod- 
uct is facing. 

“I believe in an educated con- 
sumer, Meharg said. “Bartering 
is a business tool and once a 
person knows how to use it it 
can not only be fun and exciting 
but profitable as well.” 

Meharg invites prospective 
members to check UBE out 
before joining. 

“We are only as good as our 
members,” Meharg said. “We 
have some good members.” 

According to Meharg, people 
that go into bartering looking 
for a tax break will be disap- 
pointed. 

“There is no advantages or 
disadvantages (as far as taxes) 
in bartering,” M said.

Keep pets cool during 
the hot summer season 


The Animal Rescue League of 
Boston warns pet owners that 
the heat of the summer can be 
detrimental, and in some cases, 
fatal to pets. Leaving pets at 
home with plenty of fresh cool 
water and shade is recommend- 
ed over car trips. Animals can 
easily become a victim of heat 
stroke if left unattended in cars, 
vans and trucks, since these 
metal vehicles act like ovens, 
quickly raising temperatures 
inside to fatal levels. 

Never leave pets in a parked 
car, even if the windows are 
open. Ten minutes is too long on 
a hot day. If a pet is suffering

Jackie: An American Life is 
both a comedy and an insightful 
look at the great American 
Royal Family. 

As a comedy the play, which 
is still being worked on by the 
ensemble cast and the 
writer/director, Gip Hoppe, 
works. It is funny. 

As good theater, the play with 
its minimal set, which lets the 
imagination flow, works. 

It is good that it is still being 
worked on and that cuts are 
being made, because the 2 1/2 
hour production does drag a lit- 
tle. However, the number of 
laughs and the look at the life of 
Jackie well makes up for the 
shortfalls.

It allows 
Lane Burgess to fully explore all 
the facets of Jackie. It also 
allows the ensemble players 


from the three extras in their 
Secret Service costumes (includ- 
ing sunglasses) to all eight of 
the supporting players to be able 
to draw the focus and provide 
the contrast for Burgess’ Jackie. 

The requirement for this is 
that all of the actors be very 
strong and confidant in their 
own roles and then act as a 
team to entwine those roles 
together. In Jackie all of this 
happens. 

The symbolism of the show 
and its satire on the former 
First Lady’s hypnotic effect 
starts with the prologue when 
the bidders answer each quest

under Jackie’s sink with an 
ovine like baa. 

At the end of the scene, the 
first act begins with a start as 
the aura of Jackie appears in a 
shadow on the stage and the 
audience wonders how she reap- 
peared in life. Burgess’ stat- 
uesque outline reminds one a 
great deal of the Jacqueline 
Kennedy we want to remember 
her. 

She makes a promise to the 
audience ad then with a slight 
admonishment the show begins. 

Except for Burgess, each of 
the cast members has an aver- 
fge of 16 roles. Because of this, 
the ned for their strength and 
confidence becomes evident. 

Two of the finer examples of 
this are: Richard Snee who plays 
Black Jack Bouvier (Jackie’s 
biological father) and also

Both of these people, as do 
the others, allow Burgess to be 
the star of the show without los- 
ing their presence on the stage. 

Patrick Shea, whose most 
recent show has been another 
reincarnation of his role as Tony 
Whitcomb in “Shear Madness,” 
shows his strength as he makes 
us believe he is Jack Kennedy. 
His mannerisms and voice pat- 
terns are very well done without 
stepping over the boundary of 
being a corny caricature. 

The show has many things 
for many people to enjoy. In the 
performance that was reviewed, 
the slow scene, actually had 
promise of being good, but lost 
some flavor. That was aboard 
Onassis’ yacht as we are 
reminded that Jackie did lose 
patience with the President and 
his reported affairs with other 
women (Monroe). 

The pressure the two people 
were under before and during 
their marriage, from their own 
families is beautifully document- 
ed in the show. 

The use of a manually ani- 
mated larger than life puppet 
with an echoing voice, depicts 
the Wizard of Oz-like stature of 
Joseph Kennedy, Sr. as he 
manipulated his children and 
their in-laws. 

The framework of the show 
allows us to wonder how much 
Jackie added to Jack’s life and 

vice versa. 

For all her popularity, the 
show makes painfully real, the 
loneliness that Jackie suffered. 

However, the humor is their 
and the audience is allowed to 
choose which of the hundreds of 
site gags that they wish to laugh 
at.
